Faster Than Herschel Thought 
"T h at ra te Is m uch faster th an 
H erschel thought, b ut It Is m uch 
low er th an the speed of m ost of the 
stars, w hich m ade Newcomb say 
th a t ‘w e w ere borne in a snail-like 
train.* 
“But th e sav an ts are never s a tis - 1 
fled. T hey do not Ignore the fact I 
the sun is a p art of a v ast ensem ble 1 
Including some billions of stars, In- I 
candescent or extinct. 
The whole 
form s our universe, represented by 
the M ilky W ay. 
“Now It ap p ears m o rt and m ore 
probabl* th a t outside th is universe 
which we Inhabit other Milky W ays 
exist. 
T hese a re th e nebulous s p i­ 
rals whose m ovem ents a tta in som e­ 
tim es a velocity of 1000 to 1200 kilo ­ 
m eters a second. T hese paradoxical 
figures a re furnished by the sp ec­ 
troscope. and th e question still r e ­ 
m ains w hether certain 
causes do 
not Intervene here to 
falsify our 
calculations. 
T he debate Is of Im ­ 
portance and Is fa r 
from being 
closed. 
Y ears on Calculations 
“Let us adm it hypothetically th at 
these crude figures conform to the 
reality. 
In th a t case w e can solve 
In this connection a problem a n a ­ 
logous to th a t w hich H erschel set 
him self w ith regard to 
the solar 
system . 
It W’ould not only be nec­ 
essary to ad m it a displacem ent of! 
our en tire universe, h u t in ta b u la t­ 
ing the speeds of th e nebulae we 
should be a t th e sam e tim e fixing 
the direction and th e ra te of our 
speed. T he astro n o m ers have been 
w orking on these 'calculations for 
som e years. 
A ccording to 
Young 
and H arper, c u r M ilky W ay flies 
through the celestial abyss a t the 
rate of 650 kilom eters a second In 
the direction of C apricorn. 
"V ery recently it has been aug 
gusted th a t th ese figures should be 
m ultiplied by three.'* 


SPY CHARGES ARE HURLED RY 
SENATOR REED IN ATTACK ON 
PROPOSED FEDERAL BIRD BILL 


WASHINGTON, May 31.— A ripping attack on the modem trend

R iverside w as the scene a few' days ago of A nother 
c-ade crossing fatality ; and It is to be hoped th a t 
we have not become so accustom ed to trag ed ies of 
ithis sort th at we shall fall to give earn est and sober 
attention to the problem of the “open crossing." 
It is all very well to say th a t these accidents are 
due to careless driving, hut th at easy explanation is 
i not adequate. 
Blam e for Borne of the accidents does 
rest prim arily w ith the 
victim s, 
but 
th ere 
are 
plenty of exception*. 
A prom inent R iverside w om an 
| was driving her car from th e e ast side dow n tow n 
recently; she w as driving carefully over a crossing 
I th at is not protected by gates, a bell, or w atchm an. 
Suddenly from behind a line of freig h t cars a sw itch 
.engine shot out. pushing a box car. 
The autom obile 
was struck and badly dam aged and th e driver *a- 
j caped alm ost by a m iracle. 
The driver w as abso- 
ilutely w ithout w arning or protection and the blam e 
seem s to be divided betw een the railroad com pany 
and the city th a t has not insisted on b etter grade 
crossing regulations. 
It is no exaggeration to say th a t scores of lives 
haveb een sacrificed in R iverside county w ithin the 
last few years in grade crossing accidents th a t w ere 
I preventable. 
Safety devices havo been Increased in 
recent years; but m any crossings th a t c arry a large 
{am ount of travel are atilt unprotected. 
It is m ore­ 
o v e r tru e th at the "w ig-w ag” signals get out of 
order and should he carefully checked up a t fre ­ 
quent intervals. 
The expense of subw ays Is a d m it­ 
te d ly heavy; but th a t la the ideal crossing.' The 
am ount of travel a t certain crossings in R iverside 
Is becom ing so heavy th a t the subw ay plan should 
! be faced frankly aa a real necessity. 
There are other crossings w here g ates should be 
installed; and still others w here *‘w ig-w ags'’ would 
'an sw er very well, if they w ere kept in order. 
The obligation is on the city to safeguard the lives 


I of its citizens by reasonable g rad e crossing p ro ­ 
tection. 
If people will drive directly into a train or 
! sm ash through gates, th eir cases are hopeless; but 
fast overland train s go rushing through the city 
over crossings th a t have no protection and sw itching 
of cars is carried on w ithout regard to passing m o ­ 
torists. 
“Stop, Look, L isten," is a good w arning 
to railroad employees a s well as to auto drivers. 
It would be tim ely for the city au th o rities to m ake 
a careful study of th# grade crossing situ atio n ; and 
then the safeguarding of the m ost dangerous ones 
should he taken up w ith the railroads concerned in 
a spirit of fairness but also w ith an a ttitu d e of firm ­ 
ness. 
O ur experience in the past has show n th a t 
the railroads move slowly In these m atters; and the 
city cannot w alt for v oluntary action on th eir p art. 
T he city will have to take the Initiative and also 
will have to inaiat th a t ad eq u ate safety devices 
be Installed w here the need is im perative.

THESE SCHOOLS A SUCCESS 
Health Topics 
It is fortunate that no material change will he made 
| in the operation of the two junior high schools of i 
I Santa Ana as a result of the decision of the state i 
attorney general. This decision was to the effect that 
a junior high school district cannot he organized for 
taxation purpose*, in Santa Ana or with Santa Ana 
as a part of the district. 
Ih e derision merely points I 
out that for the purpose of raising money for the two j 
I junior high schools, the board of education must rec- ! 
ognize the fact that there are but two districts to he 
considered: first, the elementeiv district, which can 
be taxed for conducting the grades up to and includ­ 
ing the eighth; second, the high school district, which 
can be taxed for running the ninth, tenth, eleventh 
I and twelfth grades. 
At the office of the hoard of education it was stat- 
I ed that the junior high schools will he conducted as 
I hitherto, with careful segregation of costs as between 
I the ninth grade, the cost of operation of which is 
chargeable to the high school district, and the other 
grades, the cost of which must be carried by the ele­ 
mentary or common school district. 
The junior high school plan as carried out in Santa 
Ana has been a distinct success. There seems to he a 
logical division point at the end of the ninth grade 
I as between the grammar grades and the high school 
grader 
The arrangement of work in the junior high 
[ schools in general has been in keeping with the capa- 
I bilities of the students. 
This we say knowing full 
well that there are many who believe that the junior 
high schools are prone to thrust students too early 
into language and other courses that a few years ago 
were thought to be fitted only for high school students. 
And, we might say, in that viewpoint we are inclined 
to agree. 
Tile question, however, is one to be settled 
by experienced, practical educators, and it has been 
settled so far as our o*vn junior high schools are con­ 
cerned. 
We are certain that the school system of Santa Ana 
produces good results. Those who go from the junior 
high schools into the high school enter with ease into 
the high school system, and graduates of our high 
school, which it fully accredited by the University 
[ of California, enter colleges and universities and make 
I excellent records there.
